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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


Economic conditions were generally improved in February over the first 
month of the year. Gains in the price of common stocks and of bonds were 
encouraging. Wholesale prices remained firm while the deposit liabilities of the 
banks reached a new high. The business index registered a minor decline from 
January, but exports showed an extension of the improvement which began in 
the first month subsequent to the initiation of the new trade treaty. Compared 
with February last year, the preliminary index of the physical volume of business 
is on the uptrend, showing a gain of nearly 5 p.c. Notable advances have been 
recorded in copper exports, cheese production, crude rubber imports, wool im- 
ports, in the lumber trade, petroleum imports and contracts awarded. News- 
print production and nickel exports were nearly maintained. The serious setback 
has been in wholesale prices due largely to the large harvest which drastically 
reduced all grain quotations. Railway traffic has not been up to expectations 
so far this year. 


Exports 

Canadian exports were valued at $62,398,616 in February compared with 
$60,981,203 in the same month of 1938. Exports in the 11-month period 
ended February 28 were worth $892,570,702, a decrease of $117,138,442 from 
the same period a year ago. Although the month’s gain was small compared 
with January’s, February returns showed an extension of the improvement 
that began with the opening month of the year. The month’s gain in value 
of outward shipments over a year ago was 2-37 p.c. while for the two-month 
period there was a gain of nearly 9 p.c. 

Canada’s domestic exports to the United States were $23-8 million in 
February against $17-3 million in the same month of last year, an increase of 
$6-5 million. The shipments of non-monetary gold were $3-6 million in February 
while no export shipment was made in the second month of last year. 


Relief 

Preliminary figures from the January registration of the Department of 
Labour showed that the grand total of all classes of persons on urban and 
agricultural aid in January was 978,000, an increase of almost 8 p.c. over the 
December figure as revised to date, but 3-7 p.c. less than in January, 1938. 

The Dominion total of unemployed but fully employable persons on aid 
in January this year was 180,000, an increase of 11 p.c. from the December total 
of 162,000. The figure for January this year represented an increase of nearly 
7 p.c. over January a year ago. 

Although unemployed persons receiving aid showed as usual a seasonal 
increase from December to January and brought the January total above that 
of the same month in 1938, the grand total of persons of all classes in receipt 
of aid showed a decrease from the year before. 

The number of farmers and members of their families in receipt of agricul- 
tural aid continues to show a decline from 1938. 


Agriculture 

Export clearances of Canadian wheat were 8-1 million bushels in February 
against 9-6 million in January and 4-1 million one year ago. Export clearances 
for the seven months to February inclusive were 90-3 million bushels against 
74751—14 
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55-1 million in the same period of the preceding crop year. Assuming total 
wheat flour exports of 2-7 million barrels for the first seven months of the crop 
year, 102-5 million bushels of exportable surplus were disposed of as wheat and 
wheat flour against 65-2 million during the same period a year ago. Outward 
shipments through Pacific ports amounted to 26-7 million bushels against 8-3 
million in the same period of the preceding crop year. 

Freight rates for ocean shipments were practically maintained from the 
preceding month. From Vancouver to British ports the rates at the middle 
of March were 20 to 21 shillings per ton. From West Saint John the rate for 
parcels was 2s. 1ld. to 3s. 3d. per quarter to British ports and 14 cents per 100 
pounds to Antwerp-Rotterdam, full cargo space remaining at 2s. 9d. minimum. 

Deliveries of wheat at country points in the Prairie Provinces to the end of 
February were about 262 million bushels. On the basis of the third estimate of 
the crop—326 millions—64 millions still remain on farms to provide for seed 
and local use and further deliveries during the season. The estimated supplies 
available for export and carry-over at the end of the season were about 167-5 
million on February 28. 

Winter wheat acreage was reduced 18-1 p.c. in the United States and 
Canada’s growers, operating mainly in Ontario, followed in a small way by 
reducing acreage by 2 p.c. Of six European countries reporting, only one, 
France, has shown any decrease. Italy and Roumania recorded gains of 4-7 
p.c. and 0-6 p.c. respectively. 

The sale of livestock on Canadian stockyards was at a lower level in February 
even after seasonal adjustment than in the preceding month, the index dropping 
slightly more than six points to 71-7. The gain in the sales of hogs and sheep 
was more than offset by declines in cattle and calves. 

Inspected slaughterings were nearly maintained in February as compared 
with the preceding month. The decline in cattle was more than normal for 
the season, while gains were recorded in hogs and sheep after seasonal adjust- 
ment. The net result was a recession in the slaughterings index from 121-1 to 
119-6. 

The index of cold storage holdings, based on nine principal products, rose 
from 152-8 at the first of the year to 161-4 on February 1. Gains after seasonal 
adjustment were shown in cheese, butter and eggs. Beef, pork and veal were 
also held in larger volume, while declines were recorded in mutton, poultry 
and lard. 

The production of factory cheese was 1,089,000 pounds in February against 
1,406,000 in the preceding month. A gain of four p.c. was shown, however, 
after seasonal adjustment. The decline in the output of creamery butter was 
greater than normal for the season, the index declining about six points to 141-5. 


Newsprint 


Shipments of newsprint from mills were 178,236 tons in February against 
162,906 in the same month of last year, an increase of 9-4 p.c. This compares 
with a gain of 19-5 p.c. in January over the first month of 1938. Production 
during February was 200,631 tons for which the industry operated at 60 p.c. 
of capacity against 202,600 tons in the same month one year ago. The gain in 
output over January after seasonal adjustment was about 5-5 p.c., the index 
having risen from 139-6 to 147-4. 

Stocks of Canadian manufacturers were increased by some 22,400 tons 
against an increase of 39,700 tons in the same period last year. 

Sales by the Canadian newsprint industry during February to customers 
in Canada and the United States showed substantial gains over the same month 
of last vear, but overseas shipments remained considerably below the comparative 
figures of one year ago. Shipments in February to United States customers 
were 140,106 tons against 115,385 tons last year while the total for January 
and February stands at 300,763 tons against 239,824 tons in the same period

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of 1938, an increase of 60,939 tons or 25-4 p.c. Shipments to Canadian cus- 
tomers totalled 13,582 tons in February against 9,453 tons in February, 1938, 
and brought the two-month total to 28,447 tons against 19,379 tons in 1938. 
Overseas shipments were 24,548 tons against 38,068 tons. 


Mining 

Mining production, according to the latest estimate, was valued at $444-8 
million in 1938, a decline of only 2-7 p.c. from the record year of 1937, when 
the total stood at $457-4 million. The volume of metal production showed 
considerable gain, but lower base metal prices and the decline in the output 
of the more important non-metallic minerals and structural materials more than 
offset the increase in value of gold and petroleum. 

Mining in Canada is now a major primary industry, being surpassed in 
total value of production by agriculture only. The manufacturing industries 
of the Dominion use only a small portion of the mineral output and for that 
reason plays no inconsiderable part in the total of Canada’s export trade. The 
exports of non-ferrous metals and non-metallic minerals, including the manu- 
factured products, were $280-5 million or 30-7 p.c. of the total of all domestic 
exports. 

United States refined and blister copper stocks showed a slight increase 
in February over the preceding month. Domestic stocks of refined copper at 
the end of February stood at 308,958 tons compared with 301,110 at the end 
of January and blister stocks were 1,279 tons more than in the previous month. 


World stocks of refined metal totalled 493,114 tons on the same date, 
against 480,059 tons a month earlier. World blister stocks, however, showed 
a decline of 911 tons. 

World apparent consumption was stated to be 149,598 tons, against 150,589 
tons in January. 


Construction 


Contracts awarded rose from $7-3 million in the first month of the year 
to $11-3 million in the month under review. The aggregate for the first two 
months of the year was $18-6 million against $15-7 million in the same period 
of 1938. 

Contemplated new construction was $63-6 million against $62-9 million in 
the first two months of 1938. 

Home improvement plan loans from November 1, 1936, to February 28 last 
totalled 63,516 with a value of $25,430,305. In February 1,044 loans with a 
value of $399,325 were made, an increase of about 7 p.c. over the same month 
last year. 

An analysis of the loans since the scheme was started indicates that 
approximately 46 p.c. of the amount spent went for masonry, carpentry and 
plastering, 24 p.c. for plumbing and heating, 16 p.c. for painting, 9 p.c. for 
roofing, and the other 5 p.c. for electric wiring, mechanical equipment, and 
insulation. 

A further analysis indicates that approximately 16,175,000 man hours of 
labour have been provided, and approximately $10,977,000 have been distributed 
directly as wages and other earnings in the building trades. The figures given 
for hours of labour provided and amount distributed as wages are exclusive 
of approximately $12,500,000 spent on materials of which a large percentage 
would also go to labour indirectly. 


Transportation 


The railway freight movement showed a decline during the first nine weeks 
of the present year as compared with the same period of 1938. The number of 
cars loaded was 358,505 against 405,555, a decline of 47,050 cars. Gain was 
74751—24 
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recorded in the loadings of grain, coke, lumber, pulp and paper, while declines 
were shown in the seven other commodity groups. Cars received from connec- 
tions showed an increase from 198,273 to 204,230. After seasonal adjustment 
carloadings recorded a decline of nearly 6 p.c. in February from the preceding 
month, the index dropping four points to 66-7. 


Operating revenues of all harbours under the administration of the National 
Harbours Board totalled $9,145,000 in 1938, an increase of $693,000 or 8 p.c. 
compared with $8,452,000 in 1937. 


International Balance of Payments 


A study of the balance of payments of thirty-three countries during the 
past decade, issued by the League of Nations, shows that substantial progress 
was made toward improving the international financial position of a number of 
countries, despite the difficult economic conditions of the last ten years. 

The large excess of credits over debits of leading creditor nations, such as 
Great Britain, Holland and Switzerland, decreased sharply. The same was 
true of the United States, apart from shifts of “nervous money”’, although this 
was reversed in 1938 when there was again an abnormally large export surplus. 
On the other hand, debtor countries generally reduced their foreign debts, 
through readjustments and repatriation of bonds outstanding abroad. Short- 
term debts outstanding were generally reduced or eliminated. 


The unbalanced state of international payments of a number of countries 
in the early thirties was primarily responsible for the collapse of the gold standard 
and the institution by many countries of foreing exchange restrictions at that 
time. In large part as a result of such restrictions, which have imposed strict 
governmental control over foreign trade and financial transactions, as well as 
the reduction of foreign indebtedness above cited, these maladjustments are far 
less serious to-day. 


Security Prices 

A portion of the decline in common stock prices during the first month of 
the year was counterbalanced in February. Individual strength in selected 
issues led to advances in each of the groups of the official classification except 
machinery and equipment, pulp and paper and transportation. The price level 
of common stocks was somewhat below that of the same period of last year. 
A downward fluctuation was shown in March, 1938, which was not entirely 
counterbalanced until the latter part of October. The index was 104-1 in 
February against 102-9 in the preceding month. No important trend has been 
shown in stock prices since October, 1937, although severe fluctuations have 
occurred from time to time. Mining shares, following the pattern set by 
industrials and utilities, also gave their best display towards the end of February. 


Bond Prices 

High-grade bond prices advanced in February, reaching during the early 
part of March a new high point for the period of observation. The average 
yield of Dominion issues used in the compilation dropped from 2-99 in the 
preceding week to 2-95 in the week of March 9. 


Sales and new issues in the first two months of 1939 were reported as $194-2 
million against $232-9 million in the same period of 1938. 

Tenders were accepted about the middle of March for $25,000,000 Dominion 
of Canada treasury bills due June next. The average discount price of the 
accepted bids was $99-8352, the average yield being -655 p.c. 


Life Insurance 


Net amount of life insurance effected in Canada in 1938 was $627,373,541, 
a decrease of 6-6 p.c. from 1937. Of the total amount, ordinary insurance 
amounted to $452,052,085, industrial insurance $138 ,039,265 and group insurance 
$37,282,191. 
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Dominion Finance 


Federal revenues for the first 11 months of the current fiscal year indicate 
that the annual total will approach closely to the budgeted estimate of $501 
million. 


Total ordinary revenue was $456,929,000 compared with $466,939,000 in 
the corresponding period of the previous fiscal year. A decline of over 2 p.c. 
was registered in the grand total revenue which reached $457 ,455,000. 


From present records it appears that the customs duties budget estimates 
were somewhat optimistic as well as those for excise and sales taxes. On the 
other hand tax collections on 1937 incomes were greater than anticipated. Post 
Office receipts have held up well within the estimate. 


On the expenditure side an increase of $8-5 million has occurred on ordinary 
account in the first 11 months over the same period of the fiscal year 1938, the 
total aggregating $347,639,000. Total expenditure at $445,694,000 compares 
with $439,051,000 in the same months of the preceding fiscal year. Increases 
were shown in National Defence expenditure and Public Works. Relief grants 
and drought relief showed appreciable decline. The C.N.R. deficit increased 
over $10 million in the same period to $52 million. 


Present indications are that the anticipated deficit for the fiscal year 1939 
of approximately $23,000,000 will be exceeded, principally due to increased 
expenditure on railways and other account. 


Conditions in Other Countries 

Business operations in the United States during the early months of the 
year showed substantial improvement over the same period of 1938. <A vigorous 
advance in business which featured the second half of last year was not extended, 
however, during the January-February period as conditions were practically 
maintained. Sales of automobiles were more than one third greater, retail 
sales showed an increase in volume as prices were lower than last year. 

Betterment in demand for gasoline with stocks in the mid-Continent area 
somewhat less than one year ago led to a further increase in wholesale prices 
for the commodity. The quotation for regular gasoline was higher than at any 
time since early last December. 


The gradual downward trend in general business activity of Britain noted 
in November and December was terminated in the early months of the year. 
The ‘“‘Economist’”’ index of Business Activity rose from 100-5 in December to 
104 in January. Steel deliveries were postponed pending the reduction in the 
price at the turn of the year. The outlook depends mainly on the trend of new 
investments for commercial and defence purposes in the home market and on 
the course of business activity abroad. The event of recent months was a 
conclusion of an agreement between British and German coal owners by which 
the two countries are to share equally in the aggregate exports of coal, coke and 
coal briquettes. 


A steadier tone was noticeable in the tramp shipping freight markets 


during recent weeks. An index of freight rates showed no change between 
December and January. The amount of tramp tornage chartered to carry 
wheat to Vladivostok was considerable, affecting Eastern markets. British 
exports showed a gain of 1-4 p.c. over February, 1938, the total having been 
£31-1 million. Re-exports showed a considerable decline and imports dropped 
from £75-5 million to £65-5 million.

STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


La situation économique s’améliore généralement en février en regard du premier mois de 
lannée. Les gains des actions ordinaires et des obligations sont encourageants. Les prix de 
gros restent fermes, tandis que les débits bancaires atteignent un nouveau sommet. L’indice 
des affaires montre un déclin mineur sur janvier, mais les exportations continuent |’amélioration 
commencée le premier mois 4 la suite de l’application du nouveau traité commercial. Compa- 
rativement & février l’an dernier, l’indice préliminaire du volume physique des affaires s’oriente 
4 la hausse et montre un gain de prés de 5 p.c._ Il y a des avances remarquables dans les exporta- 
tions de cuivre, la production de fromage, les importations de caoutchouc brut, les importations 
de laine, le commerce du bois d’ceuvre, les importations de pétrole et les contrats de construction. 
La production de papier 4 journal et les exportations de nickel se maintiennent 4 peu prés. Le 
recul sérieux des prix de gros est principalement df A l’abondante moisson qui a violemment 
réduit toutes les cotes du grain. Jusqu’ici cette année le trafic ferroviaire n’a pas été aussi con- 
sidérable qu’on le prévoyait. 


Exportations 

Les exportations canadiennes valent $62,398,616 en février contre $60,981,203 le méme 
mois de 1938. Les exportations de la période de onze mois terminés le 28 février valent $892,- 
570,702, diminution de $117,138,442 sur la méme période il ya unan. Bien que le gain du mois 
soit faible en regard de celui de janvier, les rapports indiquent que l’amélioration commencée 
avec le premier mois de l’année s’est continuée en février. Au point de vue de la valeur des 
exportations le gain du mois est de 2-37 p.c. sur |’an dernier, tandis que pour la période des deux 
mois le gain approche 9 p.c. 

Les exportations canadiennes aux Etats-Unis s’établissent 4 $23,800,000 en février, 4 rap- 
procher de $17,300,000 le méme mois |’an dernier, augmentation de $6,500,000. Les expéditions 
d’or non monétaire s’élévent 4 $3,600,000 en février tandis qu’il n’y en a pas eu le deuxiéme mois 
l’an dernier. 


Secours 

Les chiffres préliminaires du ministére du Travail révélent que le grand total de toutes les 
catégories de personnes recevant des secours 4 la ville et & la campagne est de 878,000 en janvier, 
augmentation de prés de 8 p.c. sur le chiffre de décembre revisé 4 date mais diminution de 3-7 p.c. 
sur celui de janvier 1938. 

Les sans-travail parfaitement susceptibles d’étre employés dans tout le Dominion et recevant 
des secours en janvier cette année se chiffrent 4 180,000, augmentation de 11 p.c. sur le total de 
décembre (162,000). Le chiffre de janvier cette année représente une augmentation de prés de 
7 p.c. sur janvier il y a un an, 

Bien que les sans-travail recevant des secours montrent comme d’habitude une augmentation 
saisonniére de décembre 4 janvier et que leur nombre en janvier dépasse celui de méme mois en 
1938, le grand total de personnes de toutes les catégories recevant des secours montre une dimi- 
nution sur l’an dernier. 

Le nombre de fermiers et membres de leurs familles recevant des secours agricoles continue 
de faire voir un déclin sur 1938. 


Agriculture 

Les expéditions de blé canadien s’établissent 4 8,100,000 boisseaux en février, 4 rapprocher 
de 9,600,000 en janvier et 4,100,000 il y a un an. Les expéditions des sept mois terminés en 
février s’élévent 4 90,300,000 boisseaux contre 55,100,000 la méme période de la campagne pré- 
cédente. En comptant les exportations de farine de blé (2,700,000 barils les sept premiers mois 
de la campagne), le surplus exportable de blé et de farine de blé dont il a été disposé a baissé de 
102,500,000 boisseaux comparativement A 65,200,000 la méme période il ya un an. Les expédi- 
tions passant par les ports du Pacifique s’élévent 4 26,700,000 boisseaux contre 5,300,000 la 
méme période de la campagne précédente. 
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Les taux de fret océanicue se maintiennent 4 peu prés en regard du mois précédent. De 
Vancouver aux ports britanniques les taux sont de 20 4 21 shillings la tonne au millies de mars. 
De West-Saint-John aux ports britanniques ie taux des colis est de 2s 11d 4 3s 3d le quarter; 4 
Antwerp-Rotterdam, de 14 cents par 100 livres; la cale compléte reste 4 un minimum de 2s 9d. 

Les livraisons de blé aux centres ruraux dans les Provinces des Prairies s’élévent 4 environ 
262,000,000 de boisseaux 4 la fin de février. En se basant sur la troisiéme estimation de la récolte 
—326,000,000 de boisseaux—il en reste encore 64,000,000 sur les fermes pour la semence, |’usage 
local et autres livraisons au cours de la saison. Les approvisionnements estimatifs disponibles 
pour exportation et report 4 la fin de la saison sont d’environ 167,500,000 boisseaux le 28 février. 

Les superficies ensemencées en blé d’hiver ont été réduites de 18-1 p.c. aux Etats-Unis; les 
fermiers canadiens, principalement en Ontario, ont emboité le pas en réduisant leur acréage de 
2p.c. Des six pays européens faisant rapport un seul, la France, accuse une diminution. L’Italie 
et la Roumanie montrent des gains respectifs de 4-7 p.c. et 0-6 p.c. 

Méme aprés ajustement saisonnier, les ventes de bétail aux parcs canadiens sont 4 plus bas 
niveau en février comparativement au mois précédent, l’indice perdant un peu plus de six points 
& 71-7. Le gain des ventes de pores et de moutons est plus que contre-balancé par la perte des 
ventes de bétes 4 cornes et de veaux. 

Les abatages inspectés se maintiennent 4 peu prés en février en regard du mois précédent. 
La diminution des ventes de bétes 4 cornes est plus que normale pour la saison, tandis que celles 
de pores et de moutons font voir des augmentations aprés ajustement saisonnier. Le résultat net 
est que l’indice des abatages rétrograde de 121-1 4 119-6. 

































































Papier a journal 

Les expéditions des moulins de papier 4 journal s’élévent 4 178,236 tonnes en février, a 
rapprocher de 162,906 le méme mois l’an dernier, augmentation de 9-4 p.c. Ceci se compare 
avec un gain de 19-5 p.c. en janvier sur le premier mois de 1938. En février la production est de 
200,631 tonnes et l'industrie a opéré 4 60 p.c. de sa capacité, le méme mois il y a un an la production 
était de 202,600 tonnes. Aprés ajustement saisonnier, la production montre un gain d’environ 
5-5 p.c. et l’indice monte de 139-6 a 147-4. 

Les stocks des papeteries canadiennes augmentent de quelque 22,400 tonnes contre une 
augmentation de 39,700 tonnes la méme période I’an dernier. 

En février les ventes de l'industrie papetiére canadienne aux clients du Canada et des Etats- 
Unis font voir des gains importants sur le méme mois de |’an dernier, mais les expéditions outre- 
mer restent considérablement au-dessous des chiffres comparatifs d’il y a un an. Les expédi- 
tions aux clients des Etats-Unis s’établissent 4 140,106 tonnes en février, 4 rapprocher de 115,385 
tonnes l’an dernier, tandis que le total pour janvier et février est de 300,763 tonnes contre 239,824 
onnes la méme période de 1938, augmentation de 60,939 tonnes ou de 25-4 p.c. Les expéditions 
aux clients canadiens se chiffrent 4 13,582 tonnes en février, comparativement 4 9,453 tonnes en 
février 1938, et portent le total des deux mois 4 28,447 tonnes contre 19,379 tonnes en 1938. Les 
expéditions outre-mer s’établissent 4 24,548 tonnes contre 38,068 tonnes. 

Mines 

D’aprés la derniére estimation, la production miniére vaut $444,800,000 en 1938, déclin 
de 2-7 p.c. seulement sur l’année record de 1937 alors que le total s’établissait 4 $457,400,000. Le 
volume de la production métallique fait voir un gain considérable, mais la baisse des prix des 
métaux communs et le déclin dans la production des plus importants métalloides et des matériaux 
de construction ont plus que compensé l’augmentation en valeur de |’or et du pétrole. 

Les mines au Canada sont maintenant une industrie primaire majeure et ne sont surpassées 
en valeur globale de production que par l’agriculture. Les industries manufacturiéres du 
Dominion n’emploient qu’une faible partie de sa production minérale et, en conséquence, ne 
jouent pas un rdéle considérable dans le commerce total d’exportation du Canada. Les exporta- 
tions de métaux non ferreux et de métalloides, y compris les produits ouvrés, s’établissent 4 
$280,500,000, soit 30-7 p.c. de toutes les exportations domestiques. 

Les stocks de cuivre affiné et de cuivre ampoule des Etats-Unis accusent une légére augmen- 
tation en février comparativement au mois précédent. Les stocks canadiens de cuivre affiné 
s’établissent & 308,958 tonnes 4 la fin de février, 4 rapprocher de 301,110 a la fin de janvier, et les 
stocks de cuivre ampoule sont de 1,279 tonnes plus considérables que le mois précédent. 

Les stocks mondiaux de métal affiné s’élévent 4 493,114 tonnes 4 la méme date contre 480,059 


tonnes il ya un mois. Les stocks mondiaux de cuivre ampoule, toutefois, montrent un déclin de 
911 tonnes, 
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La consommation mondiale apparente est estimée 4 149,598 tonnes, en regard de 150,589 
tonnes en janvier. 


Construction 

Les contrats passent de $7,300,000 le premier mois de l’année 4 $11,300,000 le mois sous 
revue. Le total des deux premiers mois de l’année est de $18,600,000 contre $15,700,000 la méme 
période de 1938. 

La construction projetée s’établit & $63,600,000 contre $62,900,000 les deux premiers mois 
de 1938. 

Du ler novembre 1936 au 28 février 1939 les préts en vertu du plan d’amélioration des loge- 
ments se chiffrent 4 63,516 d’une valeur de $25,430,305. En février les préts s’élévent 4 1,044 et 
représentent une valeur de $399,325, augmentation d’environ 7 p.c. sur le méme mois I’an dernier. 

Une analyse des préts depuis ]’inauguration du plan révéle qu’environ 46 p.c. du montant 
sont dépensés pour la maconnerie, la menuiserie et le platrage; 24 p.c. pour les appareils de plom- 
berie et de chauffage; 16 p.c. pour le peinturage; 9 p.c. pour la toiture; 5 p.c. pour l’installation 
des fils électriques, l’outillage mécanique et les isolants. 

Une autre analyse indique qu’environ 16,175,000 homme-heures de travail ont été fournies 
et qu’environ $10,977,000 ont été distribués directement en salaires et autres gains dans les métiers 
du batiment. Les chiffres des heures de travail et du montant distribué en salaires ne compren- 
nent pas environ $12,500,000 dépensés en matériaux, dont un fort pourcentage est également im- 
putable au travail. 


Transports 

Le trafic-marchandise des chemins de fer montre un déclin les neuf premiéres semaines de 
l’année courante comparativement 4 la méme période de 1938. Les chargements de wagons 
s’établissent 4 358,505 unités contre 405,555, déclin de 47,050 wagons. II y a des gains dans les 
chargements de grain, coke, bois d’ceuvre, pulpe et papier, tandis que les sept autres groupes de 
denrées montrent des pertes. Les wagons recus des connexions étrangéres augmentent de 198,273 
& 204,230. Aprés ajustement saisonnier, les chargements de wagons déclinent de prés de 6 p.c. 
en février en regard du mois précédent, |’indice perdant quatre points 4 66-7. 

Les recettes d’exploitation de tous les ports administrés par le Conseil des Ports Nationaux se 
chiffrent 4 $9,145,000 en 1938, augmentation de $693,000 ou de 8 p.c. sur les $8,452,000 en 1937. 


Balance des paiements internationaux 

Une étude sur la balance des paiements de trente-trois pays pendant la derniére décade, 
publiée par la Société des Nations, montre que de grands progrés ont été réalisés dans |’amélio- 
ration de la position financiére internationale d’un certain nombre de pays en dépit de la situa- 
tion économique difficile des dix derniéres années. 

Le fort excédent du crédit sur le débit des principales nations créditrices comme la Grande- 
Bretagne, la Hollande et la Suisse a diminué brusquement. II en a été de méme des Etats- 
Unis, & part des déplacements d’“argent nerveux’’, bien que la situation fit renversée en 1938 
alors qu’il y eut encore un surplus anormalement considérable des exportations. D’autre part, 
les pays débiteurs ont généralement réduit leurs créances étrangéres par des rajustements ou 
le rapatriement de leurs obligations. Les dettes 4 bréve échéance ont généralement été réduites 
ou effacées. 

Le déséquilibre des paiements internationaux d’un certain nombre de pays les premiéres 
années de la décade 1930-1939 est la cause premiére de la chute de |’étalon or et de l’établissement 
par plusieurs pays de restrictions sur le change étranger 4 cette époque. Ces ajustements inadé- 
quats sont beaucoup moins sérieux aujourd’hui, en majeure partie comme résultat de ces restric- 
tions qui ont imposé un contréle strict du gouvernement sur le commerce et les transactions 
financiéres étrangers ainsi que de la réduction de la dette obligataire étrangére. 


Cours des valeurs mobiliéres 

Une partie du déclin des actions ordinaires le premier mois de l’année a été contre-balancée 
en février. La force individuelle des émissions de choix a entrainé des avances dans chacun des 
groupes de la classification officielle, 4 l’exception de la machinerie et l’outillage, la pulpe et papier 
et les transports. Le niveau des actions ordinaires a été un peu au-dessous de celui de la méme 
période de |’an dernier. En mars 1938 il y a eu une fluctuation A la baisse qui n’a été contre- 
balancé que la derniére partie d’octobre. L’indice est de 104-1 en février contre 102-9 le mois 
précédent. Depuis octobre 1937 il n’y a eu aucun mouvement important dans le cours des 
actions; toutefois, il a fluctué violemment de temps 4 autre. Les titres miniers, suivant l’exemple 
des titres industriels et des utilités, ont également fait meilleur figure vers la fin de février. 
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Cours des obligations 

Les cours des obligations de tout repos ont avancé en février et, la premiére partie de mars, ont 
atteint une nouvelle cime pour la période observée. Le rendement moyen des émissions du 
Dominion employées dans la compilation est tombé de 2-99 la semaine précédente 4 2-95 la 
semaine du 9 mars. 

Les ventes et les nouvelles émissions les deux premiers mois de 1938 sont estimées & $194,- 
200,000 contre $232,900,000 la méme période de 1938. 

Les soumissions pour $25,000,000 de bons du Trésor du Dominion du Canada échéant en 
juin prochain ont été acceptées vers le milieu de mars. Le prix moyen de l’escompte des offres 
acceptées a été de 99-8352, le rendement moyen étant de -655 p.c. 

Assurance-vie 

Le montant net de l’assurance-vie effectuée au Canada en 1938 est de $627,373,541, dimi- 
nution de 6-6 p.c. sur 1937. Du montant total les assurances ordinaires s’élévent & $452,052,085; 
les assurances industrielles, 4 $138,039,265; les assurances-groupe, 4 $37,282,191. 

Finance fédérale 

Les recettes fédérales pour les onze premiers mois de l’année fiscale courante indiquent que 
le total annuel approchera |’estimation budgétaire de $501,000,000. 

Les recettes ordinaires totales sont de $456,929,000 contre $466,939,000 la période corres- 
pondante de l’année fiscale précédente. II y a un déclin de plus de 2 p.c. dans le grand total des 
recettes qui atteignent $457,455,000. 

Les relevés actuels indiquent que les estimations budgétaires des droits de douane étaient 
un peu optimistes, de méme que celles des taxes d’accise et de ventes. D’autre part, les percep- 
tions des impéts sur le revenu de 1937 ont été plus considérables qu’on l’espérait. Les recettes 
postales se sont bien maintenues en dega de l’estimation. 

Du cété des déboursés, le compte ordinaire pour les onze premiers mois fait voir une aug- 
mentation de $8,500,000 sur la méme période de l’année fiscale 1938, le total s’élevant & $347,- 
639,000. Les déboursés totaux ($445,694,000) se comparent avec $439,051,000 les mémes 
mois de l’année fiscale précédente. I] y a des augmentations pour les dépenses de la Défense 


Nationale et les Travaux Publics. Il y a des déclins appréciables dans les octrois pour secours 
et l’assistance-sécheresse. La méme période le déficit du C.N.R. a augmenté de plus de $10,000,000 
et s’établit & $52,000,000. 

Actuellement tout indique que le déficit prévu d’environ $23,000,000 pour I’année fiscale 


1939 sera dépassé principalement 4 cause de l’augmentation des déboursés pour les chemins de 
fer et autres comptes. 


La situation dans les autres pays 

Les opérations commerciales aux Etats-Unis les premiers mois de |’année montrent une 
amélioration substantielle sur la méme période de 1938. L’avance vigoureuse des affaires qui-a 
caractérisé la seconde moitié de l’an dernier ne s’est pas toutefois continué au cours de la période 
de janvier A février, car la situation s’est A peu prés maintenue. Les ventes d’automobiles 
ont été un tiers de fois plus considérables; les ventes de détail ont montré une augmentation en 
volume, les prix étant plus bas que |’an dernier. 

L’amélioration de la demande de gazoline et les stocks un peu plus faibles que l’an dernier 
dans la région continentale du centre ont entrainé une autre augmentation des prix de gros de 
cette commodité. La cote de la gazoline réguliére a été plus haute qu’en tout autre temps depuis 
le début de décembre dernier. 

L’orientation graduelle 4 la baisse dans l’activité générale des affaires de la Grande-Bretagne, 
observée en novembre et décembre, s’est terminée les premiers mois de cette année. L’indice de 
Vactivité commerciale de 1’““Economist” passe de 100-5 en décembre & 104 en janvier. Les 
livraisons d’acier ont été différées en attendant la réduction du prix au tourpant de l’année. 
La perspective dépend principalement de la tendance des nouvelles immobilisations pour fins 
de commerce et de défense sur le marché domestique et du cours de |’activité commerciale & 
V’étranger. L’événement des derniers mois a été la conclusion d’un accord entre les propriétaires 
de houilléres britanniques et allemands, en vertu duquel les deux pays doivent avoir une part 
égale dans les exportations globales de charbon, de coke et de briquettes de charbon.
